from a church picnic at Troy, 
Mo., with an offer of candy, and 
raping her. That wa s three da ys 
a fter he wa s relea sed from fed­ 
era l prison at Atlanta, Ga. 


The next day he was arrested 
a t Hannibal, Mo., still driv ing 
the ca r he had stolen at Deca­ 
tur, 111., a fter his relea se from 
Atlanta. 
Since then both state and fed­ 
eral courts hav e turned down 
repea ted pleas 
to rev iew his 
ca se or grant a new trial.

ate sponsors of the civ il rights 
bill ha v e won their first test of 
strength, but it was a close ca ll. 


After four roll ca lls Wednes­ 
day night—one a 45-45 tie—the 
Senate rejected 46 to 45 a jury 
trial a mendment to the m ea s­ 
ure. 


The v otes were the first on 
any of the nearly 100 amend­ 
ments 
offered 
to 
the 
House- 
passed bill since the Sena te’s 
civ il 
rights debate 
began 
on 
March 9 . 


The 
defeated 
amendment, 
called up by Sen. Thruston B. 
Morton, R-Ky., would hav e pro­ 
v ided for jury trials in criminal 
contempt of court ca ses arising 
out of antidiscrimination injunc­ 
tions authorized by the bill. 


It was opposed by the John­ 
son administration and the bill’s 
sponsors, both Dem ocrats and 
Republicans.

A J o g 
Need s a J o g........ 


Is $3,755.00 too much to p ay for 
straightening out the jog in West 
Third street at the Park avenue in­ 
tersection and entrance to Lib erty 
Park? 
That’s the estimate rep orted b y 
Councilman Walter Jessee 
at 
city 
council meeting. 
No one can tell whether sub stitu­ 
tion of a slow curve for a jog at that 
location will reduce the traffic hazard 
there. 
Now a frequent tendency of 
motorists is to hit the jog without re­ 
ducing sp eed in order to get the ef­ 
fect of a roller coaster ride. 
Little 
attention is p aid to the fading, ser­ 
p entine yellow line which is sup p os­ 
ed to mark the lane division. A slight 
miscalculation b y a driver can throw 
his vehicle out of control. 
Councilman 
Jessee 
.sugge.sted 
four-way stop s signs might help in 
solution of the p rob lem 
instead 
of 
undertaking exp ensive street modifi­ 
cations. 
Other suggestions have included 
a reduced sp eed zone at that location. 
Admittedly 30 miles is a b it fast. 
Up shot of the discussion of the 
matter in council was its referral to 
the traffic committee for study and 
recommendation. 
This seems quite 


sensib le in view of the fact there a r t 
so many alternatives, some exp ensive, 
some less so, in making Third street 
and Park avenue a safer area for 
motor traffic than it has b een for 
many years. 


With summer months ahead, Lib ­ 
erty Park will again b e the scene of 
b aseb all, tennis, p icnics, swimming, 
and other recreational activities. Nat­ 
urally the traffic to and from there 
will b e increased out of all p rop ortion 
to what it has b een during the winter 
and sp ring. 
Therefore, the traffic committee 
is encouraged to give this p rob lem 
early attention. 
In the meantime it b ehooves Se- 
dalia and area motorists to exercise 
more care in op erating their vehicles 
p ast the intersection in question. This 
could b e the most logical solution to 
lessening the hazard without exp endi­ 
ture of a cent of city money — volun­ 
tary slow downs and more alertness 
on the p art of every driver. 
But, no, we’ve got to have tighter 
regulations and enforcement of them.

Trichinosis, Long Known, 
Slill Takes Heavy Toll

When the cause of a disease 
and effective p reventive m eas­ 
ures have b een known for m ore 
than 100 years, it should come 
as a shock to learn that some 
27 million p ersons in the United 
States have that disease. 
Yet 
this is the case with trichinosis, 
an 
infestation 
with 
a 
micro­ 
scop ic worm. Fortunately, it is 
so mild in most of the victims 
that they don’t know they have 
it. 


In m an it is caused b y eating 
raw 
or 
inadequately 
cooked 
p roducts from hogs which are 
infested with trichinae. 


The worm in a resting stage 
b ecomes encysted in the ani­ 
m a l’s muscles and, when the 
p ork 
is 
eaten, 
the 
digestive 
juices dissolve the cysts and the 
worm s b ecome active in the in­ 
testinal tract. Although they do 
not harm directly they leave b e­ 
hind m yriads of youngsters (lar­ 
vae) that p enetrate the intestinal 
wall and are carried in the b lood 
or lymp h stream to the muscles 
of the victim. 
There they in turn go into a 
resting stage b ut if there are 
enough of them they set up an 
inflam m atory 
reaction. 
This 
causes the victim to have fever, 
weakness, headache and sore­ 
ness in the involved muscles. 
A m assive infestation m ay even 


cause death or death m ay b e 
caused b y a high concentration 
of the p arasites in the heart 
muscle. 
Until recently there was no 
cure for this disease b ut thia­ 
b endazole, a drug that has long 
b een used to treat a variety of 
infestations in animals. It has 
now b een tried on a hum an sub ­ 
ject with excellent results. The 
b est treatm ent, however, is still 
p revention and this consists of 
refusing to eat any p ork p rod­ 
ucts that have not b een thor­ 
oughly cooked. Of course, p ork 
found on governm ent insp ection 
to b e infested is condemned. 
There are still some p ersons 
who have a decided p reference 
for raw p ork and even they can 
p rotect themselves b y storing 
the m eat in a deep freeze at 0 
degrees for 24 hours or at 5 d e ­ 
grees for three weeks. 


Q—I have b een taking Ortho- 
novum p ills for 3 months and 
have noticed that I have to uri­ 
nate frequently. Does this drug 
harm the kidneys? 
A—Orthonovum is a synthetic 
steroid hormone. With the p rop ­ 
er dosage it causes no serious 
side effects in norm al p ersons 
b ut if urinalysis how that you 
have 
a 
kidney 
disease 
you 
should discontinue its use as it 
m ay aggravate the condition.
